The new $50,000 event is the Laurel Maturity, 
a handicap exclusively for four-year-olds at a 
mile and an eighth to be held on Saturday, April 
11. Entries for this special closed last August 1.

The 
finest handicap horses in the nation, fitting the 
age bracket, are expected to compete. 

Wilwyn, the gallant little English colt which 
won the first Washington, D. C. International 
in 1952, is being honored by the addition of the 
$25,000-added event. This race will be known 
as the Wilwyn Handicap and its conditions call 
for three-year-olds and up to compete at a mile 
and 70 yards on April 4. 

Horsemen at Laurel will find the Wilwyn an 
excellent opportunity for preparing their older 
horses for the longer $25,000-added Laurel 
Handicap on April 25. The Laurel is the oldest 
of Laurel’s stakes, and its distance has been in¬ 
creased this spring to a mile and an eighth. 

The Chesapeake, one of the country’s leading 
preparatory races for the longer Kentucky Derby, 
has been scheduled for Saturday, April 18. As 
usual, it will be for three-year-olds only at a mile 
and a sixteenth, but the purse has been increased 
from $20,000-added to $25,000-added. As has 
been its custom throughout its long history, the 
Chesapeake seems certain to draw the leading 
three-year-olds among its entries. 

The Capitol Handicap has traditionally opened 
Laurel spring meetings and will do so again this 
year. The date is April 1. 

With the Capitol raising the curtain, it re¬ 
mains for the Maryland Derby to lower it. This 
race, to be run for the second time, occupies the 
May 2 date on the racing calendar. Carrying a 
purse of $15,000 added, the Maryland Derby is 
a race for three-year-olds foaled in Maryland, at 
a mile and a sixteenth. The Derby brought a 
tremendous response from the public and the 
horsemen when it was first introduced last May.

THEY’RE OFF: "Well, we got them off the 
beaches today,” is the way Public Relations Chief 
Muggins Feldman summed up the response to 
Bowie’s February 7 inaugural, earliest in Mary¬ 
land history. Caressing attendance and wagering 
slips as if they were printed on green paper, 
Feldman expressed complete satisfaction with 
the way the program went off. And there was 
a warm glow on the pink countenance of Donald 
C. Lillis, chief of the steering committee. 

"The way I see it,” Lillis began, "is that once 
you make up your mind to accept winter racing 
in the north, it makes very little difference when 
you open your meeting. Whether you open Feb¬ 
ruary 1, 8 or 12—it’s all going to balance out 
in the end.” 

Another broad smile crossed the doorsill. This 
one belonged to John F. (Jack) Loome, newly 
appointed assistant to President Lillis. He had 
just passed his first phase of initiation. A few 
months ago, as agent in charge of the T.R.P.B. 
office, his long suit was grabbing undesirables 
by the seat of the pants and ejecting them from 
the premises. His new position requires tact, like 
that required to assuage a disgruntled bettor who 
claims that the horse on which he had just wa¬ 
gered $60 was the victim of a starting gate mal¬ 
function. 

The scene in the Bowie public relations office 
after the eighth, pardon, ninth, race was a happy 
one. Even those who had offered passive resist¬ 
ance to February racing in Maryland had to ad¬ 
mit that the opener went off without a hitch. 

The weather was ideal, almost springlike. The 
temperature outside the track superintendent’s 
office hovered in the mid-forties all afternoon 
and the skies were cloudless. A throng of 19,037 
was on hand. Wagering hit $1,424,924. The 
mercury didn’t climb above the freezing point 
on opening day last year (Saturday, February 
8), when 17,971 bet $1,225,751. 

Bernard P. Bond, America’s fourth leading 
trainer last year, saddled Mrs. Winifred Die¬ 
trich’s clinical Honey’s Tiger to win the featured 
Early Bird Purse at five and one-half furlongs. 
Raul Sterling, who rode the last three winners 
on the program, brought the 16.20-to-l shot 
home in a tingling finish over Tinkalero, of 
which much was to be heard later. 


WHOOSH: The first stakes of the 44-day 
Bowie meeting awaited the celebration of the 
150th anniversary of our 16th president’s birth¬ 
day. The $10,000-added Abraham Lincoln 
Stakes, an allowance stakes at 5 l /2 furlongs for 
four-year-olds and up, opened Bowie’s $262,500 
program of ten stakes on February 12. The fans 
gave Weeper’s Boy, beaten favorite in the Early 
Bird, another chance, making him the co-choice 
with Tinkalero. He had won the Lincoln two 
years ago but this time he called it quits after a 
half. Tinkalero took the lead a few strides out 
of the gate and swept to a three-and-one-half 
length victory. The four-year-old daughter of the 
very fast Bolero and * Heliopolis’ daughter, Miss 
Tinka, carried 107 pounds the prescribed dis¬ 
tance in 1:05 1/5 on a fast track. Tinkalero 
is owned by Triple M Stable, nom de course of 
Joseph, Ralph and Art Monaco, box manufac¬ 
turing brothers of Chicago. 

Diamond Stable’s No Fear II was runner-up, 
two lengths to the fore of Dr. Eugene J., owned 
by Croylton Stables. 

Tinkalero, part of a five-horse package pur¬ 
chased by the Monaco brothers from Rowland 
Acres Farm, Lexington, was offered for $2,000 
when she first came to the track. There were no 
takers. She ran for $3,500 at Hawthorne last 
year and won the first of her two Laurel vic¬ 
tories last fall under a $5,000 tag. 

The four-year-old filly is trained by Jake B. 
Dodson and beat male rivals in the Lincoln, her 
first stakes win, under the handling of Jockey 
Arthur Sherman. A holiday crowd of 11,259 
looked on. 

WOODLAWN BELLE: Remember Miss 
Maryland Day at Bowie last year? Who can 
ever forget the 17-inch snowfall that marooned 
thousands of fans at the track in the pines? Miss 
Maryland Day, 1959, wasn’t letter-perfect, either, 
but the rain was a lot better than the blizzard 
that was Bowie’s the corresponding Saturday 
a year ago. A crowd of 18,644 fans came by bus, 
train and auto to witness the fifth running of 
the Miss Maryland, a $15,000 allowance stakes 
fashioned for three-year-old fillies. Before they 
had left, fans had traded $1,468,921, most of 
it among themselves. 

The Vanderbilt entry of Sit This Out and 
Home Port was made the odds-on choice for the 
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Bowie I*hoto

Miss Maryland, probably due to the fact that 
they had wintered in Florida and fans figured 
they would have to run fast to keep warm at 
Bowie. Home Port had raced quite well last 
summer but had done little since; Sit This Out, 
winner of the Maxyland Futurity in October, had 
the honor of being Native Dancer’s first Amer¬ 
ican stakes winner. Neither fared very well in 
the stakes. Home Port was off in a tangle and 
grabbed a quarter. She could not threaten there¬ 
after. Sit This Out showed early speed but tired 
in the stretch. 

Mrs. Walter A. Edgar’s Nora Dares stalked 
the early speed for the first half mile, then rallied 
well under Jockey Arthur Chambers’ urgings in 
the stretch and collared Time to Sell to get the 
win. Sharing topweight of 118 pounds with 
Sit This Out, Nora Dares, which was making 
her first start since November 29 at Pimlico, 
stepped the five and a half furlongs on a sloppy 
track in 1:07 3/5. 

Nora Dares is one of the four foals in the 


second crop of her sire, the young * Princequillo 
horse Prince Dare. Last year she won the inau¬ 
gural running of Delaware Park’s Blue Hen 
Stakes and two other races. Mrs. Edgar, owner 
of Woodlawn Farm, Ellicott City, and of Prince 
Dare, bred the Miss Maryland winner. Milady 
Dares, from the same farm, was second in the 
Miss Maryland last year and won a division of 
the Prioress Stakes. 

In her 12 lifetime starts, Nora Dares has 
won 4 races, been second 2 times, and third 3 
times, winning $27,592. James J. Rowan, who 
saddled Bovard to win the 1948 Louisiana 
Derby, trains Mrs. Edgar’s horses. Nora Dares 
is the first Maryland-bred stakes winner of 1959. 
She was foaled at Woodlawn, March 27, 1956. 

BURCH MEMORIAL: Fillies won the first 
three stakes run at Bowie this year, and jockeys 
with the given name of Arthur were along for 
the rides. Tinkalero and Jockey Arthur Sher¬ 
man came in for their second stakes when Bowie 
put the $12,500-added Burch Memorial on the 
line, February 21. Breaking fourth from the No. 
1 post position, Sherman hustled Tinkalero into 
the lead, gave the filly a breather on the turn, and 
won with plenty to spare. Carrying 114 pounds, 
and giving weight to all her male rivals by the 
scale, the daughter of Bolero registered her sec¬ 
ond straight stakes win in 1:10 4/5 on a fast 
track. 

George Parker’s Sand Boy, winner of the Early 
Bird Purse in 1958 by disqualification, came 
along for second money. Mrs. J. Bowes Bond’s 
Alstar passed horses on the outside to get up for 
third. This time the fans were confident of 
Tinkalero’s chances. She paid $4.40. Her second 
win of the year was worth $8,788. Her lifetime 
record after the Burch: 22 starts, 8 wins, 5 sec¬ 
onds, 1 third and earnings of $33,299. She is 
the first foal of her dam and was bred by Jack 
Welch at Whileaway Farm, Lexington.

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HOLIDAY FARE: The $15,000 George 
Washington Stakes, an allowance affair for 
three-year-olds at six furlongs, drew a field of 
nine. Cary C. Boshamer’s Carolina Joy, a brown 
son of Johns Joy—Miss Nosoca, by Vincentive, 
was made the red-hot favorite on the basis of a 
four-length win over similar opponents two 
weeks earlier. He performed to expectations. 
Orleans Sun showed the most eagerness away 
from the gate and Jockey Raul Sterling dropped 
Carolina Joy right in the wake of the pace-setter. 
After five furlongs the leader was ready to ca¬ 
pitulate; Carolina Joy took command and won 
by three parts of a length. Longshot Dandy Ron 
made a good run through the stretch but his 
drive fell short of its target. Sir Hawley, 
owned by Mrs. L. E. Vanier, finished third after 
being in contention all the way. The winner’s 
time: 1:11 3/5, track good. 

After the Washington, Carolina Joy’s record 
read: 6 starts, 4 wins and $28,897. Bred by his 
owner and trained by E. H. Gaines, Carolina Joy 
won his first two races last year but tired badly 
and finished in the ruck in both the Garden 
State and Spalding Lowe Jenkins. 

ANOTHER CRISIS PASSED: Though an¬ 
nouncement came shortly after it became known 
that the 1959 Preakness would carry a record 
$150,000 in added money, official word that 
Pimlico had abandoned its urge to merge with 
Laurel and would rebuild came as a surprise to 
many close observers of the Maryland scene. In 
fact, when word of the reconstruction program 
first leaked out of Florida not even Ben and Her-

man Cohen and Lou Pondfield would comment 
on the matter. Later, it developed that the 
Cohens’ reluctance to comment on the announce¬ 
ment stemmed from their desire to consult with 
the racing commission before any formal state¬ 
ment was made. 

At any rate, Pimlico apparently has shelved 
plans to merge with Laurel and instead plans 
to complete the rebuilding of the old plant 
which was left unfinished in 1954. 

The first stage of the multi-million-dollar 
program calls for the relocation of the finish 
line approximately 220 feet southwest of its 
present site to provide for six-furlong races. This 
will necessitate the construction of a new judges’ 
stand and photo-finish booth on the roof of the 
stands. 

Also as a part of the first-stage redevelopment 
will be the construction of a concrete mutuels 
building—accommodating 15 sellers and ten 
cashiers—and rest rooms behind the infield tote 
board. This work is to be completed prior to 
the opening of the May 4-16 spring meeting. 

The second stage, scheduled for completion 
prior to the November 13-December 15 fall 
session, entails the following improvements: 

Extending the present grandstand-clubhouse 
building 120 feet to a projected 360-foot struc¬ 
ture. The sides and front are to be enclosed in 
glass. Escalators are to be installed in the addi¬ 
tion and the heating system improved. 

The stable area is to be modernized. The plan 
embraces necessary barn repairs, repainting with 
fire-resisrant paint and construction of concrete 
block tackrooms. Plumbing and electrical wir¬ 
ing are to be modernized. 

The third phase, for which no target date 
is set, includes:

I N THE OLD DAYS OF radio, there used to 
be a program that started out with a blare 
of trumpets and a rich baritone that cried, al¬ 
most hysterically, "Time marches on!” (It must 
have been the Time program, come to think 
about it.) Well, that’s the way things were in 
February. 

Bowie launched the Maryland racing season 
on February 7 and enjoyed a wonderful month, 
weatherwise, attendancewise and handlewise 
(and isn’t that Lillis wise!); horse farmers 
started taking their stallions out of moth balls; 
and Governor Millard Tawes began looking 
among Maryland’s 2^2 million citizens to find 
a racing commissioner to take the place of Mr. 
D. Eld red Rinehart. There are some among the 
2Vi million that have not been recommended 
by anybody, but mostly, these are under 21. 

February crammed a lot of interesting busi¬ 
ness into its compact frame, but most epochal 
of all events, to me, was the transfer of the 
Maryland Horse Breeders’ headquarters (and 
The Maryland Horse office) to sumptuous 
new rooms at 2223 York Road, Timonium— 
right across from the north end of the Fair 
Grounds. 

Now the staff may live and breathe horses— 
literally. 

It has been fun watching the development of 
Maryland Horse Breeders’ offices. 

The first one was Humphrey Finney’s brief 
case. Then it was Mr. Finney’s second floor front 
on Highland Avenue, Towson. The front door 
always was open. Visitors rang and walked in, 
hollered to warn the family, waited for the 
"Come on up,” bellow of the lord of the manor, 
and then went up, usually tripping over a cocker 
spaniel or a small Finney on the way. 

Later the operation moved with Humphrey 
Finney to Humphrey Finney’s cellar at One 
Dixie Drive. The gate was a little tighter there, 
and there were more cocker spaniels and larger 
Finneys. 

The subterranean cell that served as the As¬ 
sociations headquarters was all right if you took 
along your own oxygen. When a couple of 
earnest smokers got going down there, the 
atmosphere could be sliced, packaged and sold 
for building material. 
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Denizens of the pit looked like Welsh miners 
coming into the outside world at the end of the 
day. They blinked and looked surprised like they 
had forgotten about the sun. 

When Mr. Finney eloped with Fasig-Tipton, 
One Dixie Drive was no more the home of The 
Maryland Horse. 

We moved to 614 York Road, Towson, which 
was convenient to stores and post office, and 
within walking distance of three bars. It was 
small, but it served the purpose. 

The migration to Timonium occurred on 
February 23, and was very interesting. 

The actual transfer of physical properties was 
handled by three moving men and one moving 
woman, and an advisory board of three. 

After the moving men and the moving woman 
(the first I ever encountered, incidentally) had 
left, the advisory board began putting away the 
Chart Books. This is not so simple as it sounds. 
A series of monthly volumes running back to the 
mid-30’s stretches about from the finish line to 
the first turn. Pulling ’em out of boxes and 
stowing them away on shelves becomes quite 
a game—the object being to get them in proper 
sequence. 

You get no co-operation whatever from the 
books themselves. November and December 
1958 will hide themselves away under a pile of 
1937’s and when you think all are in place, you 
run across July and August 1954 which you 
didn’t leave space for, so you have to move 14 
shelves of books to maintain order in the ranks. 

After the Chart Books were in, I excused my¬ 
self on the grounds that I had very important 
business to attend to. Things went much faster 
after that. The whole office was shipshape when 
I dropped in the next day to offer further aid, 
taking care to get there after Mr. Stew Sears and 
Mrs. Peggy Ensor had gone home. 

The new office is a very pleasant place and 
one of which the members of the Association 
may be proud. It’s easy to find; just go out York 
Road past Timonium and look for a modern 
brick building on the right (east side of the 
road) with "Blair and Sons” written on it. 

The Maryland Horse Breeders’ office is on the 
first floor in the front.

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STALLION REPORT 

by Joe B. Hickey, Jr. ■ 


A Maryland stallion survey was instituted in 
1956 to afford local horsemen the opportunity 
to analyze at close range the performance records 
of progenitors standing in the State. The initial 
report—a reduction of the nationwide picture 
to one of provincial dimensions—was published 
in the March, 1956 issue of The Maryland 
Horse. Subsequent surveys have been published 
each March since then. 


The fourth report, covering the year 1958, 
includes every Maryland stallion which sired a 
winner of a race during the year past, and is 
divided into the three standard groupings: Gen¬ 
eral Sire List, Sires of Two-Year-Old winners, 
and Broodmare Sires. 

Each, in turn, is broken into three classifica¬ 
tions: First Money, Most Winners, and Most 
Races Won.

GENERAL SIRE LIST, THE LEADERS: 
The Rhymer, a chestnut horse, 1938, by *St. 
Germans—Rhythmic, by * Royal Minstrel, which 
perished in a fire at Oak Ridge Farm, last No¬ 
vember 28, was Maryland’s leading sire in 1958. 
The Rhymer, which had stood at Elmer L. and 
Louis P. Morsberger’s farm in Catonsville only 
a few months when he died on the eve of his 
son Vertex’s victory in the Pimlico Special, sired 
24 winners of 61 races and $215,679 in first 
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money. More than one-half of The Rhymer’s 
total was gleaned by Vertex, which won the 
Trenton and Idlewild Handicaps and the Pim¬ 
lico Special. The Rhymer also was represented 
by the two-time stakes winner Snommis. Sam 
Pistorio, whose Ellicott City stud was headed 
for many years by The Rhymer, has three mares 
which are due to foal to the son of *St. Germans. 

Saggy, which stands at Country Life Farm, 
was runner-up to The Rhymer in first money 
won. His daughter, Outer Space, winner of four 
stakes last season and named the year’s 
top racemare by The Jockey Club, contributed 
heavily to Saggy’s total of $187,655. * Hunters 
Moon IV, which topped the General Sire List in 
both the Most Winners (40) and Most Wins 
(90, including two dead-heats), was third in 
first monies won with $108,748. His best per¬ 
former was Neji, Steeplechaser of the Year.
